THE NEW PRESIDENT-ELECT 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 


We have much pleasure in presenting our readers 
with an Illustration showing in panoramic 
fashion the distinguished ancestry and useful 
career of the eminent citizen our kith and kin 
in the United States of America have honoured 
by electing as their next President. 


GEN. BENJAMIN HARRISON 
is a blonde man, of middle age and medium 


| height, soldierly and erect, and full of energy 


and dignity. He has our best wishes for a ‘‘ good 


time” of health and happiness.

* * * 


General Harrison, the newly -elected President, 
is the direct descendant of the General Harrison 
who signed the death-warrant of our despotic 
and obstinate Charles I., and was afterwards 
executed at Charing-cross. The grandfather of 
the new President signed the Declaration of 
Independence; his grandfather was President 
before ‘‘Ben’’; his father was a member of 
Congress. 

* * * * 

Benjamin Harrison was born on Aug. 20, 1833, 
at the home of his grandfather, at North Bend, 
Ohio, fifteen miles below Cincinnati. When 
fourteen years old he was sent to Cary’s Academy, 
on Walnut Hills, a suburb of Cincinnati, where 
he remained for two years. Harrison, while at 
the Miami University at Oxford, was a studious 
scholar, and gave evidence of being foremost in 
whatever he might undertake. He there acquired 
the habits of study and mental discipline which 
have characterised him through life, enabling 
him to grapple with any subject on short notice, 
to concentrate his intellectual forces, and give 
his mental energies that sort of direct and 
effective operation that.indicates the trained and 
disciplined mind. i 

* * * * 

After leaving the, university, Harrison began 
the study of law in Cincinnati, where he remained 
for two years. In October, 1853, before reaching 
his majority, he married Miss Carrie L. Scott, 
daughter of the Rev. J. W. Scott, of Oxford, 
Ohio. He has two children. In 1854 Harrison 
removed to Indianopolis, where he began his 
work as a servant of the people in politics, in the 
canvass of 1856, to become a Republican mili- 
tantin every canvass, in other States as well as 
Indiana. In 1860, at the age of twenty-seven 
years, he was elected reporter of the Supreme 
Court of Indiana. 

* * * * 

In 1862, when the Union armies had met with 
reverses in the South, and volunteers had in a 
measure ceased to ofïer themselves, Benjamin 
Harrison abandoned the guiet and lucrative 
occupation of his office to another, and, leaving 
a young wife and infant children, he obtained a 
Lieutenant's commission, went into camp with 
Company A of the 70th Indiana Regiment, and 
in less than thirty days led to the front a regi- 
ment of 1000 fighting-men. . During the Atlanta 
campaign General Harrison took the place of 
General Butterfield as Brigade Commander. 


AN EAST-END 
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The reports of his superiors bear record of his 
Courage and fighting qualities at the battles of 
Resaca and Peachtree Creek :— 

» * General Hooker rode the lines the day after 
Peachtree Creek, and, as he shook hands with the 
young commander, said * Harrison, by aria 
make you a brigadier-general for this fight”; and 
his word of mouth on the battle-ficld was supple- 
mented by a hearty letter of commendation 
Written to the Secretary of War a few months 
later. While on temporary leave to visit his 
family, General Harrison was cut off from imme- 
diate return to Atlanta by the rebel invasion of 
Tennessee and Northern Georgia. He took com- 
mand of a brigade at Nashville, however, and 
led in the bloody battles about that place; and 
under General George H. Thomas—one of the 
finest figures of the war—aided in defeating 
Hood and putting his army to flight. Called 
home to the bedside of his two children, who 
Were stricken with scarlet fever, General Harrison 
Was attacked by the disease in a malignant form. 
After barely “escaping a fatal termination of the 
fever, he rejoined his regiment in North Carolina, 
and remained with Sherman’s army until the 
close of the war, returning to his home a brevet 
brigadier-general.” 

* * * * 

In the fall of 1864 General Harrison was re- 
elected reporter of the Indiana Supreme Court, 
and in the same year he became a member of a 
law firm, and was elected Governor of Indiana 
in 1880. In January, 1881, General Harrison 
Was elected to the United States Senate, to 
succeed J. M“Donald (Dem.). 

_ His term of six years as Senator of the United 
States established General Harrison’s repu- 
tation as a sound statesman and a powerful 
debater. His position on the question of 
Civil Service reform is indicated by the following 
Sentences from the speech with which he opened 
the Indiana campaign of 1882:—‘‘I want to 
assure you that I am an advocate of Civil Service 
reform. My brief experience at Washington has 
led me often to utter the wish, with an emphasis 
that I do not often use, that I might be for ever 
relieved of any connection with the distribution 
of public patronage. I covet for myself the free 
and unpurchased support of my fellow-citizens, 
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'and long to be able to give my time and energy 


solely to those public affairs that legitimately 


relate to the honourable trust which you have 


committed to me.” i 
* * * * 

General Harrison’s term in the Senate expired 
March 4, 1887, and the Legislature to choose his 
successor was to be elected in the fall of 1886. 
That campaign was largely General Harrison’s 
campaign. He was almost the only prominent 
Republican in Indiana who felt confident of 
carrying the State, or who thought it worth 
while even to attempt to carry the Legislature. 
The result attested General Harrison’s wisdom 
and his work. The Republicans carried the 
State, and came within a  hair's-breadth 
of carrying the Legislature. By a goodly 
majority was General Harrison chosen the next 
President, in preference to President Cleveland. 
The final returns of tlie Presidential election show 
that General Harrison received 233 electoral 
votes, and Mr. Cleveland 168. General Harrison 
has the happiness to be united to a sympathetic 
and intelligent wife, and both emphatically 
declare Marriage is not a failure.

WW by this ghastly assassination, one 
"i more in the series of sanguinary 
outrages in Whitechapel which 
have shocked humanity. The 
morning of Lord Mayor’s Day was chosen for 
the perpetration of this hideous crime. While 
London was decking itself in flags and garlands 
of flowers, and preparing for a day of festivity, 
in which thousands of the poor were charitably 
invited by Lord Mayor Whitehead to join, almost 
in the midst of the preparation a deed was being 
done of which one can think only with shudder- 
ing horror. The tragedy took place very near 
the sites of the former Whitechapel murders. 

DORSET-STREET, 
lying almost under the shadow of Spitaifields 
Church, is a short street, composed largely of 
common lodging-houses, in one of which Ammie 
Chapman, a previous victim, used sometimes to 
lodge. About half way down this street on the 
right-hand side is 

MILLER’ S-COURT, 
the entrance to which is a narrow arched 
passage, and within a few yards of which, by- 
the-wwy, there loomed grimly through the murky 
air a partly tom-down bill announcing a reward 
ot £100 for the discovery of the murderer on the 
last occasion. There are six two-roomed houses 
in Miller’s-court, all of them owned by 
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a grocer, whose shop in Dorset-street forms one 
corner of the entrance to the court. The houses 
are let out in separate rooms ‘‘ furnished "—that 
is to say, there are in each of them a bed and a 
table, and, perhaps, one or two odds and ends. 
For these rooms rents are supposed to be paid 
daily, but of course they will sometimes get a 
good deal in arrear. This was the case with one 
of the tenants, who had occupied a ground-floor 
room on the right-hand side of the court for 
about twelve months. This was the poor young 
woman, Mary Kelly, the victim of the murderer 
familiarly called ** Jack the Ripper." 
HOW THE MURDER WAS DISCOVERED. 

It appears that by the Ninth of November, 
Mary Kelly, described as a comely, fair young 
woman, of the ““unfortunate”” class, was as 
much as fourteen shillings in arrear with her 
rent, and the landlord sent one of his men about 
eleven o’clock in the morning to see what he 
could get. ‘The door was fastened, not that it 
had been locked from the inside, but having a 
catch-lock the person who had gone out last had 
merely slammed the door behind him, and it had 
thus become fastened. ‘Che man, failing to get 
any answer by knocking, went to the window, 
which had been broken and patched by rags for 
some time past, and on pushing the rags aside 
was startled by the sight of blood. 


HARRY BOWYER, “INDIAN HARRY ”” 
(who is also sketched by one of our Artists), ran 
back in some alarm to the shop, and told Mr. 
M‘Carthy, his employer, what he had seen, and 


the two returned. It soon became evident to 
them that another murder had been committed, 
and they instantly ran for the police. Officers 
were at once on the spot, and a communication 
was made to Dr. Phillips, of Spital-square, the 
divisional surgeon, who arrived within ten 
minutes or so of the discovery of the affair—at 
about a quarter-past eleven, that is to say. It is 


.understood that one of the first steps taken was 


to dispatch a telegram to Scotlaud-yard giving 
information of the occurrence, and intimating 
that everything had been left absolutely un- 
touched, in order to facilitate the employment of 
bloodhounds if it were thought expedient. to try 
them. For some reason the hounds were not 
employed. 
DR. PHILLIPS 

had by this time been joined by other medical 
gentlemen, including Dr.«Dukes and Dr. Bond, 
of Westminster Hospital. The spectacle that 
was presented on the door being thrown open 
was ghastly in the extreme. The body ot Mary 
Kelly was so horribly hacked and gashed that, 
but for the long hair, it was scarcely possible 
to say with any certainty that it was the body 
of a woman lying entirely naked on the wretched 
bed, with legs outspread and drawn up. to the 
trunk. The ears and nose had been slashed 
off, the flesh cut from one cheek, and the 
throst cut through to the bone. in addition 
to this, one breast had been removed, the flesh 
rouzhly torn from the thigh, and the ab- 
domen ripped as in previous cases, several of 
the organs having been removed from the trunk: 
and laid on the table beside the bed. In addition 
to the various mutilations thus described there 
were miscellaneous cuts and slashes about the 
person of the unfortunate young woman, as 
though her fiendish assailant, having exhausted 
his ingenuity in systematic destruction, had

LIFE OF MARY KELLY. 


A sadly-cheguered career was that of poor

ary Kelly as her husband, says :— 
| “I first met the deceased last Easter twelve- 
Month, and lived with her from that time until 
‘last Tuesday fortnight. I was in decent work in 
Jillimgsgate Market when I first met her, and we 
lived along quite comfortably. She was twenty- 
© years of age, fresh looking, and well be- 
haved, though she had been walking the streets 
Some three years previously. She told me that 
€r maiden name was Marie Jeannette Kelly, and 
lat she was born in Limerick. Her parents, 
Who were fairly well off, removed when she was 
a child to Wales, and they lived in Carmarthen- 
Shire. When she was but little over sixteen 
years of age she married a collier, but I do not 
Temember his name. He was killed in an explo- 
Sion in the mine, and then Marie went to Cardiff 
With her cousin, living an immoral life. Thence 
She went to France, but remained only a short 
e. Afterwards she lived in a fashionable 
house of ill-fame in the West-End of London, 
but drifted from the West-End to the East-End, 
Where she took lodgings in Pennington-street.

“ Her father came from Wales and tried to 
find her there, but, hearing from her companions 
that he was looking for her, Marie kept out of 
the way. A brother in the 2nd Battalion Scots 
Guards came to see her once, but beyond that 
She saw none of her relations, nor did she corre- 
Spond with them. When she was in Pennington- 
Street a man named Morganstone lived with her, 
and a man named Fleming passed as her 
husband.

STORY AT THE INQUEST. 


Dr. Macdonald, Coronerfor North-East Middle- 
sex, opened an inquest at Shoreditch last Monday 
on the body of Mary Kelly. Joseph Barnet, fish- 
porter, identified the deceased, and gave an 
account of the life which she had led, in accord- 
ance with the foregoing narrative of her career. 
Bowyer repeated the evidence we have also 
summarised as to his discovery of the murder, 
and was corroborated by Mr. M‘Carthy, Mary 
Kelly's landlord. | 

Mary Anne Coz gave evidence which was in 
certain particulars rather touching :— 

Mary Anne Cox: I live at No. 5 room in Miller's-court. 
Iama widow, and get my living on the streets or as best I 
can. I have known the deceased for about eight months 
as “Mary Jane.” I last saw her alive on Thursday night 
at about midnight in Dorset-street. She was very much 
intoxicated. She was in the court in company with a short 
stout man, shabbily dressed. He had on a long dark coat, 
and carried a potof ale in his hand. He wore a black 
billycock hat, had a blotchy face, and a full carrotty 
moustache. His chin was shaven. I saw them both go 
into the house, and Mary Jane banged the door. I said 
“ Good night" to her, and she turned round to me and said 
“Goodnight. I am going to have a song.” I went into my 
room, and as I did so [heard her singing, ** A violet I plucked 
from my mother’s grave when a boy.” I remained a quarter 
of an hour in my room, and then went out and returned 
about one o'clock. 'T'he deceased was singing then. I came 
in to warm my hands, as it was raining heavily, and went 
out again. I returned for the second time about three, and 
then all was quiet. I laid on the bed in my clothes, but did 
notsleep. I heard nothing during the night. In the morn- 
ing about a guarter past six I heard a man go out of the 
court, but I do not know who he was. I should think the 
ageof the man I saw with the deceased was about fìve or 
six and thirty. He made no noise as he walked up the 
court, perhaps because his boots were so dilapidated. 

By the Jury—I should know the man again if I saw him, 
There was no noise during the night, and if there had been 
a cry of ** Murder” I should certainly have heard it. 

Another neighbour, Elizabeth Prater, deposed 

to hearing a suppressed cry of “Oh, murder!” 
about half-past three or a quarter to four on the 
Friday morning, but, this being no unusual 
exclamation in that region, she did not take par- 
ticular notice. Caroline Maxwell, on the other 
hand, swore that she twice saw the deceased 
between eight and nine on the Friday morning, 
on the last occasion talking with a man. 
Lewis said she was dozing in a friend’s house in 
Miller’s-court, when, about four o’clock on the 
Friday morning, she heard a female loudly calling 
““Murder!”' but as there was only one scream 
she took no notice. After other evidence, includ- 
ing that of the divisional surgeon, the jury 
returned a verdict of “ Wilful murder against 
some person or persons unknown." 


THE MAN WITH THE ASTRACHAN- 
TRIMMED COAT. 


On Monday evening the police received an 
important piece of information. A mam, 
apparently of the labouring class, with a military 
appearance, who knew the deceased, stated that 
on the morning of the 9th inst. he saw her in 
Commercial-street, Spitalfields (near where the 
murder was committed), in company with a 
man of respectable appearance. He was about 
5ft. 6 in. in height, about thirty-four or thirty- 
five years of age, with dark complexion and dark 
moustache turned up at the ends. He was wear- 
ing a long, dark coat, trimmed with astrachan, 
& white collar with black necktie, in which was 
affixed a horse-shoe pin. He worea pair of dark 
gaiters with light buttons, over button boots, 
and displayed from his waistcoat a massive gold 
chain. His appearance contrasted so markedly 
with that of the woman that few people could 
have failed to remark them at that hour of the 
morning. This description is confirmed by a 
man named George Hutchinson, who knew Mary 
Kelly, and who saw her enter Miller's-court 
with this well-dressed man between two and 
three a.m. on Nov. 9.

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THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 


On the opening of the Commission on Tuesday 
morning the President proceeded at once to give the 
decision of the Court on the question of the admis- 
sibility of certain kinds of evidence which had been 
debated so hotly during Mrs. Caroline Blake’s ex- 
amination on the previous Friday morning. It will 
be remembered that the dispute arose from a ques- 
tion put to Mrs. Blake as to a report made to her by 
her herd, to the effect that certain cattle had been 
destroyed. Sir Charles Russell objected to this as 
“hearsay evidence,” and protested against its re- 
ception. 
SIR JAMES HANNEN 
now stated that, having taken time to consider the 
point, he could only say, speaking for himself, that 
there was obviously a misunderstanding. What he 
and the Court had held was simply that the 
fact that a report had been made by a person in 
the discharge of his duty was evidence, not that the 
words or substance of that report could, at second 
hand, be put before the Court. The same rule 
applied to questions of claims for compensation. 
Mr. Justice Smith murmured assent; and as no one 
appeared anxious to add anything to the President’s 
very clear statement, the matter dropped. As regards 
the question of 
THE CONTENTS OF THE BOX 
in possession of the Court, Sir James drew a dis- 
tinction between such papers as could reasonably be 
used by Mr. Parnell for purposes of comparison and 
to throw light on the handwriting of the alleged 
forgeries, and such as might possibly compromise or 
interfere with future evidence. “We must be care- 
ful,” said the President, emphatically, ‘‘ that in our 
search for justice we do not obstruct its sources.” 
'This he explained by adding that he had himself 
RECEIVED A THREATENING LETTER, 
a statement that was received with a chorus of assent 
from Sir Charles Russell and other counsel, who 
have all, it would appear, received similar marks of 
attention from outside. ““Therefore,” said Sir 
James in conclusion, “we may think that other 
means of intimidation may be used.” At an un- 
usually late hour the hearing of evidence was re- 
sumed, and we were plunged into the recital of the 
wrongs of another boycotted farmer named Kennedy. 
Mr. Davitt, who has been absent for some days, was 
once more in his place; and Mr. Ashmead-Bartlett 
and Colonel Nolan, late Home Rule Whip, were also 
in Court. ‘Tlie witness Kennedy occupied the time 
of the Court for the greater part of the morning, 
his direct examination by Mr. Atkinson being a 
task almost as slow and laborious as the subsequent 
cross-examinations by Sir Charles Russell, Mr. Lock- 
wood, and Mr. Biggar. 

In the afternoon (says the admirable writer of the 
Evening Standard summary), the prevailing dullness 
did not long survive the appearance in the box of 

JAMES MANNION, 


described as a farmer, from the neighbourhood ot 
Letterfrack, in Galway. It was soon seen, however, 
that agriculture was the least of the pursuits in 
which Mannion was engaged. After a few pre- 
liminary guestions, Mr. Atkinson, raising his voice 
a little, as if conscious of the importance of what 
was to come, asked, “In addition to being a 
member of the League, were you also a member 
of the Fenian Society?” and the prompt and 
ready “Yes, Sir," that followed told us at once 
that we were now face to face with the first of 
those witnesses of whom Sir R. Webster had 
spoken in his opening, who were themselves members 
of secret societies and perpetrators of outrages. 
With remarkable coolness, one might almost say 
unconcern, Mannion went on to give details how he 
was sworn in by one Ruane at a meeting—which 
he described as a meeting of the League—at Widow 
Welsh’s, the same whose son was hanged for the 
murder of the two Lydons, as we were told on 
Thursday last. All the members of this section of 
the League, he swore, were Fenians; “none other 
would be taken.” He gave a full account of 
the arrangements for the various local outrages 
with the utmost unconcern. Asked, “Do you 
know what moonlighting is?” he answered, “I 
do, well, Sir,” as if rather proud of the knowledge. 
Sir C. Russells crosseexamination was brief 
and pointed. His first guestion, “Did you ever 
hear of the Ribbon Society!” was the key to 
the whole, the object being to show that this 
alleged branch of the League was in reality a 
Ribbon or Fenian Lodge, and, as such, in existence 
and carrying on operations before such a thing as 
a Land League was established. The witness, 
however, swore stoutly that he had never heard 
of Ribbonism or Fenianism in the district. The 
scene at this moment was full of interest. The 
Judges had ceased note-taking, and were keenly 
watching every movement and expression of the 
witness, who stood up squarely, and never broke 
down, hardly even faltered under the questions 
which Sir Charles Russell poured upon him. Another 
Fenian and Leaguer, named Faherty, followed up 
with evidence on similar lines.

GLASGOW EXHIBITION. 


Tne Glasgow International Exhibition was closed 
last Saturday night, the total number of visitors on 
the closing day being 117,901.

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MINING DISASTER IN -KANSAS. 
130 LIVES LOST. 


THERE was an explosion on Friday evening, Nov. 9, 
in the Pittsburg Uolliery, in South-eastern Kansas; 
and of 160 men in the mine all were believed to be 
dead but those who were ascending the shaft at the 
time. Owing to a heavy snow-storm the Kansas 
telegraph-poles were thrown down, and no details 
were received for a long time; but a Reuters 
message since received says: Further reports re- 
garding the mining disaster in Kansas show that 
164 men were in the mine at the time, of whom 
twenty-eight escaped, nearly all being injured. 


FIRE IN NEW YORE. 
TWENTY-FIVE LIVES LOST. 


Tux Steam-gauge and Lantern Company's works 
at Rochester, New York, were burnt down on 
Friday night, Nov. 9. Sixty-five workmen were 
inside, and of these twenty jumped from the 
windows, four being killed and the others injured. 
Twenty-three had escaped, when the building fell 
in, killing twenty-one others, who were buried in 
the ruins. Twenty-five lives in all were lost.
